The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1: 

Please delete from line 6 of claim 1 : "30 < P < 200 ppm" and replace with "30 < 
P < 190 ppm" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 7-11, renumbered 1-8 respectively, are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, Furukawa, does not anticipate or make obvious a 
composition wherein formulas 3 and 4 are satisfied and the recited K value is satisfied. 
Applicant's amendment changing 200 ppm to 190 ppm overcomes an anticipation 
rejection over Furukawa, as Furukawa does not disclose any examples wherein the Na 
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and P concentrations satisfy the recited ranges, and does not teach ranges with 
sufficient specificity for anticipation. The amendment finds support in Applicant's 
example a-8. Applicant's experimental data (e.g. comparative examples 1 and 3) shows 
that the instantly recited K value is not inherently met by the ranges disclosed by 
Furukawa. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
